United States 

Music, according to Thomas A. Edison, is the greatest of the major arts, 
and he is devoting all his energies and resources to its introduction into every 
home in the country. 

"There are several major arts, and of these music, in my opinion, is the 
greatest," the famous inventor declared in a message read by his son Charles 
before the Edison caravan convention in New York city recently. "The master- 
pieces of music appeal to practically everyone, because the appeal is in a lan- 
guage that is understood by everyone. 

"The influence of music has heretofore been restricted, because music, unlike 
books, could not be multiplied at will and distributed throughout the world, at 
a cost within the reach of every one. The phonograph did much to change this 
condition. 

I have been quoted as desiring to see a phonograph in every American home. 
What I want to see in every American home is music, so realistic and so per- 
fect in its rendition as to be an unending source of benefit and pleasure. To 
this end I am prepared to devote every energy and all the resources at my 
command." 



MUSIC BENEFITS THE MENTALLY DEFECTIVE 
At Request of Health Officer Philadelphia Municipal Band Gives Concert for 

Hospital Patients 

Whereas men and women suffering from mental diseases formerly were 
isolated from the outside world, they now, through the dictates of a more en- 
lightened science, are subjected to the beneficial influence of music. 

At the suggestion of Dr. C. Lincoln Furbush, director of the Department 
of Public Health of Philadelphia, a concert was given recently by the municipal 
band for the patients in the department of mental diseases of the Philadelphia 
General Hospital. The program included "Light Cavalry Overture," "American 
Patrol," "Ballet Egyptienne," several ragtime and light opera pieces and a Strauss 
waltz. 

As in other experiments of a similar nature elsewhere, the effect of the 
music upon the patients was beneficial.
